In reference to temperanc ee in gen- 
eral he pointed out that prohibition 
and total abstinence from a national 
standpoint was comparatively recent. , 
It was within the last one hundred and 
fifty years’ that large numbers of , 
Christians felt the necessity of total 
abstinence from intoxicating bever-, 
ages. The Bible denounced drunken- 
ness, but some of the biblical writers 
even praised the use of wine in mod- 
eration. Others denounced _ it be- , 
cause of what it led to. A few, like 
those who took the Nazarite vow ab- 
stained: from all wines. But he sald 
we must remember that the drunken- 
ness spoken of in the Scriptures was 
from wine drinking as the Hebrews 
at that time did not use distilled liq- 
uors..* When they desired a greater 
kick they mixed the wines. 

The Yentons, the ancestors of m< nods | 
ern Englishmen, Germans and Scan- 
dinavians-were spoken of by the Las | 
tins and Greeks as heavy drinkers, | 
claimed that drunkenness was 
common among them. This drunken- 
ness was due to beer drinking. Their 
drinks: were malt liquors, not distill- 
ed wines. Therefore it is nonsense to 
say that wine and beer do not intoxi- 
cate. They not only intoxicate, but 
they create an appetite for something 
with a greater kick to it.. This can be
